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The Role of the Fnagboat 

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers began its history with 
the fortification of Bunker Hill in 1775. It continued after 
the Revolution to furnish the only engineering service avail- 
able to the. young nation. In 1824, Congress, seeking to weld 
the sprawling United States together, directed the Corps to 
begin opening and improving rivers and harbors in order to 
develop a national transportation system. This marked the 
beginning of the Corps’ Civil Works mission. The first hercu- 
lean task was the clearing of snags and sandbars from the 
Ohio and Mississippi Rivers. 


At the start, human and animal power was used in re- 
moving huge tree snags and rocks from the channels.

The snagboat, with its continuous operation capability, 
speed, and mobility, removes perilous obstructions from 
thousands of miles of navigable channels and shore lines. 
It performs other waterborne tasks such as dragline dredging, 
pile driving and handling gigantic river locks stoplogs and 
and gates. It has proven most efficient in the improvement

Mr. R. E. Ros was born 15 September 1890 at Pascagoula, 
Mississippi. Upon graduation from Old St. Stanislaus College 
at Bay St. Louis, he began his colorful civil service career 
as a deck hand on the Corps of Engineers seagoing hopper 
Dredge CHARLESTON. He advanced through progressively 
more responsible assignments as clerk, inspector, and Super- 
intendent of the Corps of Engineers Pascagoula Boatyard to 
the highest civilian administrative position in the Mobile 
Engineer District. Because of his outstanding administrative 
ability he was appointed in August 1927 as the Executive 
Assistant to the Army District Engineer, in charge of comp- 
troller, personnel, office service, and legal activities. 


A resident of Mobile for thirty years, Mr. Ros retired 
30 April 1958. Upon his retirement, Colonel Harold E. Bisbort, 
District Engineer at the time, praised him for his long and 
illustrious forty-three years of service as a dedicated career 
employee and presented to him the Certificate of Achievement, 
which is the highest award the District Engineer can bestow. 
The certificate cited Mr. Ros’ acknowledged ability, -excel- 
lent judgement, enthusiam, devotion to duty, and valuable 
field experience. 


Mr. Ros died 25 October 1958.

Carl Henrich Arnold Leopold Rohr was 
born in the free Merchant City of 
Bremerhaven, Germany, Dec. 2, 1863. His 
parents ran a hotel for sea captains. His half 
sister, Henrietta, married Capt. Sam Dutch 
from Maine and his sister, Agnes, married 
a Capt. Chapman from Nova Scotia. 

On Feb. 13, 1867, he and his mother sail- 
ed from Bremerhaven for London. His 
mother was to go on to Nova Scotia to live 
with his sister Agnes and Leopold was to 
meet a ship in London and become a seaman. 
However, he was stranded there because the 
ship never arrived so he returned to Ger- 
nany. He stayed with his Uncle Pearl Rohr 
itil he sailed again, this time to his brother 
"heodore’s home in New York. He was only 
.4 years old. After working in grocery 
tores, etc. for little pay, he joined his 
aother in Nova Scotia where he learned the 
lacksmith trade. 

On July 5, 1895, at 32 years of age, he took

held in Chicago in 1893. 

Edith and her brothers Joe and Richard 
went to school in Chicago. Later Edith 
George’s brother moved their home to south 
Pascagoula St. from Bayou Chicot. While 
the house was being moved Edith’s mother 
and the family lived in the James Ford house 
on the beach. The yellow fever epidemic 
struck then and they all had it. Joe went to 
work too soon and died from a relapse. It 
was said he had many times remarked 
“Mother, I’ll never leave you.” 

Leopold and Edith were interested in 
music and belonged to the Chameleon Club. 
In an article in the local paper in 1902 it was 
noted that the Chameleon Club met with Mr. 
& Mrs. L.H. Rohr in their home on 
Pascagoula St. The rendering of Annie 
Laurie and Juanita on flutes by Mr. Hawley 
and Professor Kinne was the most delightful 
part of the program. Mrs. Rohr played the 
piano. 

Edith and Leopold had five children:. Carl, 
the oldest and now deceased, was a barber. 
He learned his trade in New Orleans where 
Edith’s brother Jack had a shop and barber 
college. Carl married Eathel V. Flannagan, 
a trained nurse, and they had a son, Bennie 
Arnold Rohr, who is a marine biologist with 
U.S. National Marine Fisheries Service. 

Evelyn, the second child, is now 84. Like 
her father, she likes and writes poetry. 
Leopold used to recite ‘Pascagoula Before 
the Civil War” and “The Freak of Facts ”’, 
a write-up about real estate in the Delta. 
Evelyn wrote her father’s memoirs which he 
dictated to her. 

William Mallison, the third child, is a resi- 
dent of Hattiesburg. He is retired from 
Hercules Powder Co. where he was a 
millwright and machinist. He is now 80 

years old, William married Alma Holloway 
and they had two children, Jerry and Ann. 

Freda Agnes, the fourth child, became a 
school teacher and taught school at Daisy 
Vestry in the northern part of Jackson 
County for 5 years. While living there, she 
met and married Norman Valentine Flurry. 
He had a farm in the area, part of a Spanish 
Land Grant given to the Flurry family. 
Freda is a widow and still maintains her 


. home there. They had two children, Ray and 


Betty Sue. 

George, the youngest of the five children, 
is a retired machinist from Litton’s. He lives 
on Bayou Chicot with his wife Mary Virginia 
Shafto. They have three sons, Mark, Kim, 
and Richard. George served in the ship 
repair unit of the U.S. Navy during the war 
and was stationed in Bremerton, WA. 

Leopold lived to the age of 87 and Edith 
passed away at 76.

Senor Don Vicente (Vincent) Ros, Spanish 
Nobleman, was born in Barcelona, Spain on 
Feb. 12, 1851 to Capt. Joseph Ros and 
Louisa (de Busatil) Ros, both natives of 
Spain. The former was born in Evisa, and the 
latter in Vinaroz. Vincente’s brothers were 
Joseph and Ramon, Vincente attended the 
public schools of Spain and completed his 
education at All Soul’s College from which 
he was graduated in 1872. He spoke both 
Castilian and Catalan Spanish. 

In 1873, at the age of 22, he left Spain on 
a trip with his father on a ship carrying 
goods from Spain to New Orleans and to 
South America. Vincente did not return to 
Spain, but his father did. He stayed in New 
Orleans for several years with a cousin, 
Joseph Ferrar (Fur-rare’) and while there at- 
tended Soule’ College to learn English. 

In 1879, he came to Scranton (Pascagoula) 
as Private Secretary to Capt. M.L. Pol, who 
was the Spanish Counsul for Spain and 
Mexico and who was also engaged in the 
shipbuilding and shipping business. 
Vincente married Annie Jane Pol, second 
daughter of Capt. Pol on Jan. 14, 1880. 
Annie was born in Bayou La Batre, AL on 
March 12, 1859 and had come to Pascagoula 
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Ramon Eugene “Ray” Ros, Sr.

in 1862 with her parents and an older sister, 
Margaret. Annie was. educated at St. 
Joseph's Academy in Bay St. Louis, and 
taught school for a while. 

They were blessed with eight children, six 
boys and twin girls: Manuel Leon (Nelo), 
Guy Vincent, Ramon Eugene (Ray), Inez 
Ros Blacksher, Irene Ros, Joseph Miguel 
(Joe), Pol Mikel and Luis Alfronso. 

Vincente became bookkeeper for 
Robertson Land and Lumber Co. in Moss 
Point, MS and traveled to South America 
and Mexico as a solicitor for them. He also 
worked for some time for Hunter Benn 
Lumber Co. (later Farnsworth), a position he 
held for 22 years. 

Vincente was Consul for Spain for many 
years, and for Mexico until 1922, serving for 
22 years in that capacity. He was Counsul 
for Cuba until 1920, and Counsul for Brazil 
and Uraguay until December of 1930. He 
was a charter member of Pascagoula Central 
Fire Co. No. 1 and was its President for 20 
years, having been elected to that office for 
the balance of his life. Vincente was also a 
charter member of International Order of 
Odd Fellows No. 45 and was its oldest 
member, and held many high offices in the 
State Odd Fellows.

In addition to rearing their own eight 
children, Vincente and Annie, with the help 
of their daughters, Irene and Inez, and son, 
Ray, reared six of their grandchildren after 
the death of their mother, Ray’s wife.

(deceased); Ray Ros, Jr. (deceased); Allen 
Ros (deceased); Ann Ros Williams of Poplar- 
ville, MS; Ernest Ros of Pascagoula; Jean 
Ros Roberts of Gautier, MS authoress of 
this family history. 


After the death of her husband, Annie, — 


(better known by this time as “Granny” Ros) 
continued with the rearing of the grand- 
children, making quilts, tending her flower 
gardens, and helping her neighbors, until her 
death Nov. 25, 1950 at the age of 91. Ser- 
vices were held at Our Lady of Victories in 
Pascagoula by Msgr. P.J. Carey with inter- 
ment in Greenwood Cemetery. 

Referring back to the children of Vincente 
and Annie Ros: Nelo Ros and wife, Eran 
(Krebs) had five girls. Guy Ros and wife, 
Bertha (Brown), three girls and one boy. Ray 
Ros and wife, Bertha (Alberti) had four boys 
and two girls; Inez Ros Blacksher and 
husband, Louis, had no children. Irene Ros 
remained single. Joe Ros and wife, Sadie 
(Collins) had seven boys and three girls. Pol 
Ros and wife, Velma (Olsen) had two boys. 
Luis Ros and wife, Girlie (Fitzgerald) had no 
children. Needless to say, these grand- 
children and numerous great-grandchildren 
are carrying on the many fine family 
traditions. 

As mentioned previously in the Pol Family 
History, the Davidsons, Mary Jane 
Davidson Valverde’s parent’s were 
Elizabeth Peters Davidson of St. Tammany 
Parish, LA born about 1797 and Calvin 
Davidson, his name, according to my grand- 
mother, Annie Pol Ros of Davidson Co., TN, 
born there about 1793. He first met 
Elizabeth while on his way down to fight in 
the Battle of New Orleans in 1815. He died 
in St. Tammany avout 1855 across from 
Pearlinton, MS. 

Elizabeth Davidson died in 1880 at the age 
of 83 in Pascagoula and is buried there, 
possibly in the Old Krebs Cemetery. 
Elizabeth, no doubt, had come to Pascagoula 
to make her home with her daughter, Mary 
Jane Davidson Valverde, who, after Joseph 
Valverde’s death in Bayou La Batre about 
1864, had moved to Pascagoula with her 
daughter, Manuela Valverde Pol. Mary Jane 
Davidson Valverde died in Pascagoula in 
August, 1913 and is buried there, possibly 
in the old Krebs Cemetery. In days gone by, 
it was not unusual for several generations 
to be in one household where they were given 
loving care. 

The last known name in this family history 
is White, which was the maiden name of 
Elizabeth Peters’ mother who had married 
William, not certain of his first name, Peters.

Their grandparents were Susan A. Dearr 
(1838-1914) and Samuel Wyatt White (1824- 
1880) both born in GA. During the Civil War 
Sam enlisted in Co. C, Seventh Bat., MS. 
Volunteers at Quitman, MS, with his brother 
Martin Van and another brother or young 
uncle, Lafayette White. Susanna lived with 
Mollie and John after Sam died and told 
some hair-raising tales of events during the 
civil war, including blockade running activi- 
ties. 

Other grandparents were Leticia Attaway 
(b. ca 1818 SC) and Green B. Moore (b. ca. 
1818 SC/GA). Nephew J.T. Smith and I have 
enjoyed some research into the White ances- 
try; but nephew John White has done 
extensive research and has many generations, 
including a third generation grandparent, 


Esau Brooks (1736-1798 MS) who served in - 


the Maryland Militia during the American 
Revolution. 

After John died Mollie took in boarders to 
supplement her income. The two-story home 
being large, four upstairs bedrooms, four 
downstairs bedrooms, and one on each floor 
being exceptionally large (18x20). : 

As there was no high school near John and 
Mollie White’s home the girls either had to 
board in Jena or Winnfield. While Mollie was 
considering where to send Effie and Burnette 
a boarder suggested Jena. The boarder was 
a friend of the Ike Wilbanks and reported 
that they would like to room and board the 
girls; also, they had a daughter, Stella, about 
their age going to school. As the boarder was 
an accepted friend of long standing his 
judgement was considered sound. The trip to 
Jena was made by horse and buggy; as were 
the weekly trips for groceries to Rochelle. 

After finishing at the then Jena Seminar, 
Effie and Burnette went on to Louisiana 
Politechnical Teachers College (now LA 
Tech). Burnette got homesick very soon; but 
Effie stayed on until she got a teacher's 
certificate. She taught in Winn and Caldwell 
Parishes until she met Preston, married and 
started raising their family. 

She shared her husband’s thirst for knowl- 
edge and, although she had given up public 
school teaching, spent her lifetime acquiring 
knowledge and imparting it in a quiet 
unassuming way to their seven children. So

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Benjamin Henry Pendarvis 


As another Pendarvis descendant (Glen 
Reid Lee) so aptly stated, the history of the 
Pendarvis family and related families of 
Louisiana is much the story of hundreds of 
other pioneer families. Like the Pendarvis, 
most pioneer families faced great hardships 
in everyday life, carving new homes out of the 
wilderness after having left their homes in 
Europe or the colonies, for the trials of the 
frontier. Ever westward. : 

The Pendarvis family endured those hard- 
ships and became successful residents of 
Louisiana. 

Southwestern Mississippi was opened for 
settlement shortly before 1800 and by 1814 
the first Pendarvis family was located in Pike 
County, having come from South Carolina 
where the Pendarvis family had been estab- 
lished since 1671, when Joseph Pendarvis 
arrived at Port Royal in Beaufort County, 
South Carolina from Cornwall, England. The 
Pendarvises were from Pendarvis Commu- 
nity, located between Falmouth on the south 
and St. Ives Bay on the north, in the parish 
of Cambourne in southern England. «;;-* 

By 1820, the William Pendarvis family had 
settled in Pike County. The descendants of 
William settled throughout Mississippi and 
north central Louisiana. Family folklore, 
with a bit of evidence to substantiate, has 
Catherine Zeigler as the wife of William and 
Benjamin Henry Pendarvis as one of the 
children; William having died when Benja- 
min was a young lad. : 

About 1850 Benjamin Henry Pendarvis, 
born January 29, 1818 in MS, came to what 
is now known as the Tullos area of LaSalle 
Parish (western Catahoula Parish until 
1910). Hardee’s Official 1895 Map of Louisi- 
ana shows the entire area around present day 
Tullos and north to the southwest line of 
Caldwell Parish and west to upper Little 
River and Castor Creek as ““Pendarvis Prai- 
rie”. 

Pendarvis Landing was on Castor Creek 


where it flowed into upper Little River.. 


During the winter months, when the water 
was highest, steamboats plied Little River, 
Castor Creek, and Chickasaw Creek to and 
from New Orleans and Natchez. The boats 
brought in tobacco, spices, 200# bags 
“Liverpool” salt (sold for 50 cents per bag), 
whiskey, bolts of cloth, and other things not 
produced in the area. Cotton was the prin- 
ciple money crop shipped for salt. Also, red- 
heart cypress cut in 40 foot lengths was 
shipped to New Orleans for ship building; 
white oak and coro-oak timber in 8 foot staves 
(“Canada butts”) and 32 inch staves 
(“Whiskeys”) for whiskey barrels was 


Benjamin (like his father-in-law, Zachar. 
iah Cox in lower Jackson Parish) had a horse. 
powered cotton gin. 

He was one of the organizers of New Union 
Baptist Church near Tullos. The church was 
also used as a school and some of his children 
and grandchildren attended this school. 

He married twice; first to Annami Tullos 
(sister of John Tullos for whom Tullos was 
later named). Known children from this 
marriage were: Amanda Anjiline (1843-7); 
William R., Pvt. Co.E, 8th La.Cav. (1845-?)

His second marriage to Anna Elizabeth 
(Aneliza) Cox, daughter of Zachariah Cox. 
Aneliza had previously been married to 
William Baldridge and had two children, 
Samuel David (1851-1928) and Mary Jane 
(Artiline) (1852), Benjamin and Aneliza had 
the following children: Benjamin Franklin 
(1858-1912), married Adalaide Tisdale, bur- 
ied Pendarvis Cemetery, ten children; Sibia 
Aneliza (1859-?), supposedly married Phillip 
Wilson; George Washington (1862-7); Dock 
Posey (1863-1925), first wife Martha Turisia 
Crawford, second Dealie Weatherford, bur- 
ied at Jonesville; Archie Zeagler (Zeigler) 
(1865-?), wife Alice Josephine Lisenby, bur- 
ied New Union Cemetery; Idona Luella 
(Donna) (1867-c1890), married John H. 
Haddox, buried Pendarvis Cemetery, the 
firat lady mayor of Tullos, Ethel Haddox 
Doyle, came from this line; Harriette Pauline 
(1870-1900) married Franklin Jefferson 
Miles, buried Pendarvis Cemetery; Robert 
Hunter (1873-2); Dottie Lovetta (1876-7), 
married W. Robert Fowler, buried near 
Winnsboro. 

Benjamin Henry Pendarvis died June 23, 
1899; his second wife, Anna Elizabeth, was 
born September 19, 1832 MS, and died April 
9, 1903; they are both buried in the Pendarvis 
Cemetery, located on the hill from the old 
Pendarvia Landing near Tullos.

Joshua Miles came to the area in Louisiana 
now known as LaSalle Parish (Catahoula 
until 1910) about 1870. He was born 1B 
Alabama on June 23, 1842, died October 10, 
1917, and was buried beside his wife 0 
Pinehill Cemetery, located between Olla and 
Urania. 

Joshua’s obituary, as written by Rev. R.M. 
Doughty of Tullos, stated that he was born 
in Lauderdale County, MS; I do not find this 
so in several very reliable records. On his 
journey from Alabama to Louisiana he lived

in Lauderdale County for a time and there 
married Mary Frances McCartney. Mary 
Frances was born August 13, 1846 in Lauder- 
dale County, MS, daughter of Nancy Gil- 
crease and Joseph McCartney; also, the sister 
of George Washington McCartney who 
married Joshua’s sister, Amanda Melvina 
Miles. Mary Frances died December 24, 1902, 
buried in Pinehill Cemetery. Hate 

Joshua was the son of Elizabeth is and 
Joshua Miles (1794-c1875) from South Caro- 
lina, who reportedly married three times and 
had a total of 25 children and step-children 
Joshua (1842-1917) served in Co. G, 35th 
Regt, CSA; and very possibly is the grandson 
of another Joshua Miles (1754-1815), who 
married Lucy Cady and served in the Ameri- 
can Revolution as a patriot private from 
Connecticut. 

Joshua and Mary Frances had five sons and 
five daughters, of which four sons and three 
daughters lived to adulthood: Joseph Andrew 
(1865-1887); Franklin Jefferson ‘Jeff? (1870- 
1956), married (1) Harriette Pauline Pendar- 
vis (daughter of Benjamin Henry Pendarvis 
(1818-1899) and (2) Theodocia ‘Docia’ Cox 
(daughter of John H. Cox), both wives 
granddaughters of Zachariah ‘Cox; Morse 


(1875-1945), married Sarah Arvida Graves; - 


George W. (1882-1961), married Bernice 
Brown; Frances Estelle ‘Fannie’ (1872-1961), 
married George P. Tullos; Emma Dixie 
(1877-1974), married Julian G. Tisdale; and 
Drucilla Azaline (1886-1904), married Mil- 
lard Allbritton.

Preston was born on June 17, 1891 at 
Tullos, LA. He went to school, with his 
brothers and sisters, at New Union Church 
School. Here he acquired a thrist for know!- 
edge, especially reading and music, which he 
pursued for the rest of his life; although the 
reading was curtailed when he went almost 
blind a few years before his death. 

He was a very active man during his short 
lifetime. When old enough he worked on the 
railroad; when work slowed he drove a 
delivery wagon in Urania for the Commis- 
sary; when the oilfield came in he worked in 
the oilfield around Urania and Tullos. Later 
he was in the insurance business; all the while 
singing and teaching music at every chance. 
He loved people and music. he died March 19, 
1952; he, his wife and youngest son are buried 
at Magnolia Cemetery in Winn Parish.

AGES — The age of a child may vary in one school term. [have 
listed the age as the teacher recorded it. Sometimes the age will 
be 8 in Nov, 7 in Dec, 8 in Jan and 9 in Feb. Most of the time you 
can determine the month of the child’s birthday because of the 
age change. 

COUNTY ENUMERATION -— The county enumeration lists the 
family by Township and Range. Sometimes there is a different 
Township or Range number from the previous enumeration. The 
family may have moved, but most of the differences appear to be 
written incorrectly. 

NAMES: Included are many extra individuals who I had records 
for that were not from the school records. Most do come from the 
Jackson County School Records. Parents, teachers, trustees and 
students are individually indexed. 

Names are spelled the way they were written which is often 
incorrect as we know the name today. Many names are spelled 
phonetically. When a name is listed several different ways from 
year to year I have included all versions found as the teacher 
entered them in the record book.

RACE: The person’s race is listed as it was in the original record. 
SCHOOLS: The names of the schools have changed often and I 
have tried to list each change. Some students often ended one 
school in the summer and another in the winter. 

SOURCE: The school record is often supported by information 
gathered from many sources. The source is listed each time it is 
used. The source is written in italics. 

ADDITIONAL INFORMATION: There may be errors in the 
added info but I have strived to record all data as accurately as 
possible. 

WHAT IS AN ENUMERATION? 

The Mississippi State Department of Education required a 
CENSUS, or ENUMERATION of EDUCABLE CHILDREN 
each month, per teacher, per school. The lists of educable children 
are a valuable source of information. They include the parent/ 
guardian of every child in the schoo] district and county and also 
were signed by the local trustees. 

The children who did not attend school will be on the educable 
list. The teacher of each school was required to submit the list of 
educable children monthly, along with the monthly attendance 
record, 

TIME PERIOD — These records generally cover the years 
from 1877 to 1910. These years are especially important as they 
can take the place of the missing 1890 Census, covering Jackson 
County as it was before George County was created in 1910. 

Each schoo] month was generally for twenty days. During 
the time period of this collection, most school terms, summer or 
winter, were for four months. Sometimes they were more or less. 
A four month term was therefore, an eighty day term.
